su m mer m onths to discontinu e the 
packing of certain sizes and grades 
that cou ld not b e b old for a price 
that wou ld retu rn any money to 
the grower, and ev en then alm ost 
25 per cent of ou r shipm ents were 
252 size and sm aller. 
Another contrib u ting factor to 
the heav y shipm ent was the fact 
that a v ery sev ere infestation of 
b lack scale was prev alent in a good 
many districts, which, cau sed con­ 
siderab le dropping of fru it with a 
consequ ent anxiety on the part of 
the growers to clean their trees. 
From the first of Ju ly on we had to 
face 
extrem e 
competition 
from 
large q u antities of decidiou s fru its 
grown and shipped from all parts 
of the cou ntry, which literally clog­ 
ged the m arkets and which were 
sold a t v ery low prices. 
This, of 
cou rse, dre-w the attention to and 
consu med the tim e of the peddler 
trade, which is the largest channel 
of distrib u tion for small oranges, 
and as a resu lt the ou tlet for these 
sizes was thereb y limited. 
The 
m arket strengthened v ery m ater­ 
ially du ring the last two months 
of the season and prices realized 
du ring that period were entirely 
satisfactory. 
This 
was 
du e, 
of 
cou rse, to the lighter shipments 
and dim inishing su pply of other 
fru its. 
“W ith the q u antity of v alencias 
"that are noiv grown in California, it 
is folly to think that the b u lk of 
the crop can b e su ccessfu lly m ar­ 
keted within a short space of time 
early in the season regardless of 
size, scale, drop or for any other 
reason. If we are to retu rn to ou r 
growers prices that will allow them 
a profit on their inv estm ent, more 
thou ght and attention m u st b e giv ­ 
en to the orderly distrib u tion of 
the produ ct, not alone b y the of­ 
ficials of the organization, b u t b y 
the grower himself. 
Crop Retu rns Good 
“The resu lts on the 19 23 Valencia 
crop wrere, we b eliev e, all that 
cou ld b e expected u nder the exist­ 
ing conditions. 
Growers who had 
a crop of v alencias of good sizes 
and qu ality, receiv ed good retu rns, 
ether grow ers whose fru it graded 
low and whose sizes were small 
were prob ab ly disappointed in their 
retu rns. 
"The su ccessfu l m arketing of ex­ 
trem ely small sized oranges, wre 
think, constitu tes the b iggest prob ­ 
lem the Valencia grower has to 
face today. 
We hav e in this re­ 
port and at other times called a t­ 
tention to the v ery limited ou tlet 
for these sizes. 
The California 
Fru it Growers exchange does con­ 
siderab le adv ertising to the trade 
and consu m ers in an attem pt to in­ 
crease the consu mption of these 
sizes and in addition hav e manu ­ 
factu red and sold ln the past two 
years som ething ov er twelv e hu n­ 
dred thou sand electrical fru it ju ice 
extractors, and increasing qu anti­ 
ties are b eing consu med in the 
form of fresh fru it drinks. On the 
other hand it has seemed that with 
the increasing size of the grov es a 
larger percentage of small sizes 
are produ ced, and u nless ou r grow­ 
ers center their efforts on this 
prob lem and can solv e it b y more 
scientific or intensiv e methods of 
fertilization, cu ltiv ation and irriga­ 
tion, it is going to b ecome increas­ 
ingly difficu lt to realize'prices that 
will Ju stify the shipm ent of the 
small sized oranges. It Is u ndou b t­ 
edly tru e that the w eather condi­ 
tions hav e mu ch to do with tlm 
size of the fru it, b u t this is a fea­ 
tu re tha t m u st b e taken into con­ 
sideration'- b y the grower in his 
cu ltu ral operations. 
Change Selling Methods 
“It has b een necessary the past 
few years, on accou nt of off-size 
conditions, to entirely change ou r 
selling methods. It u sed to b e that 
cars were sold a t a flat price for 
all sizes, or possib ly a small dis­ 
cou nt on the off sizes. 
It is now 
necessary to sell price b y size, and 
the differential b etween sizes often 
flu ctu ates 
v ery 
m aterially. 
For 
that reason, we wou ld strongly rec­

There is another im portant reason 
why we b eliev e this shou ld b e 
done, and that is that it will giv e 
to the grower retu rns exactly in 
proportion to the v alu e of his fru it 
in the m arkets, and, in addition, we 
b eliev e, will b ring home v ery forc­ 
ib ly to the grower who is not rais­ 
ing fru it of m erchantab le size the 
reason for his not receiv ing retu rns 
that are satisfactory, as compared 
to his neighb or who is doing a b et­ 
ter job and getting resu lts. We b e­ 
liev e u nder conditions as they ex­ 
ist that there ls as mu ch ju stificar 
tion for pooling each size separate­ 
ly, if not more, than there is to r 
pooling grades of fru it, as often­ 
times the differential is greater b e­ 
tween certain sizes than it is b e­ 
tween the different grades.” 
Demand for Lemone 
The m anager said the resu lts on 
lemons was v ery satisfactory. The 
price av erage for the season, he

Newspaper consolidation continues all over the 
country, and it is not confined to country papers, 
i either. 
The latest and largest consolidation announced is 
that of the New York Mail and the New York Tele- 
|! gram, under the ownership of Frank A. Munsey; 
1| but not less important and significant is the almost 
I simultaneous merging of the Post and the Herald, two 
ip of the foremost newspapers of Louisville and of 
| Kentucky. 
I 
In announcing the consolidation of the Mail and 
I the Telegram, of New York, the Editor and Publisher 
j|| quotes the veteran editor and president of the Mail, 
Henry L. Stoddard, and also Mr. Munsev, most in­ 
terestingly and instructively. 
“ I am not a millionaire nor a multi-millionaire,” 
Stoddard told Editor & Publisher. 
“ My resources were limited to the revenue of my 
paper; fortunately, the revenue the past year or more 
has been adequate. 
“ But no newspaper revenue, however great, 
can today meet the increasing demand for new 
mechanical facilities, higher wages, and con­ 
stant development. 
Those things mean capi­ 
tal investment—heavy capital investment. 
It 
means ploughing back into your property every 
dollar it earns, and more too. 
“ Fortunately, the Mail was able to meet this 
! drain; it was making great gains, and was profitable. 
| It was not the present, but the future, with its in­ 
evitable increases in expenses, that made me realize 
the situation.” 
These were reasons he gave for the sale of the 
Mai!. 
Munsey expressed his conviction* in full-page ad­ 
vertising copyj 
“ There is no greater menace to a community than 
newspapers that are struggling to keep alive and 
without stroDg financial stamina,” Munsey declared. 
"The New York evening newspaper field is now in 
good shape, through the elimination of an oversupply 
| of evening newspapers. 
Three evening newspapers 
have been eliminated as individual entities from New 
York journalism by myself alone. 
Nobody else has 
had a hand in this clean-up. They have been elimi­ 
nated at an aggregate cost of more than $6,000,000 
— not corporation money, just my own money.” 
In the Editor and Publisher’s account of the con­ 
solidation at Louisville, there is nothing to indicate 
the cause of it; but in announcing the policy to he 
pursued under the new management, J ames B. Brown, 
president and general manager says: 
“ So long as J shall be associated with these papers 
they will not run away from responsibility. 
“ They shall accept and never relinquish the 
privilege of fairly presenting both sides of pubBc 
questions as they may arise, uninfluenced by per­ 
sonal bias, never inspired by prejudice, unrea­ 
soning or partisan. 
Their policies and their 
principles shall be progressive, constructive and 
helpful in a big sense. 
They shall protest 
against discrimination, whether of race, class or 
creed.

A S IM P L E L IF E S A V IN G M E T H O D 
Som e y ears ago 1 w as taken out to the life 
saving m otor boat on th e bay , w here the police offi­ 
cers w ere attem pting to resuscitate a woman by 
m eans of th e pulm otor. She had been in th e w ater \ 
nearly an hour, and unfortunately we w ere unable 
to b rin g h er around. I questioned the officers and 
found th a t they had used the usual m ethods of get­ 
ting the w’a te r out of th e lungs, before apply ing the 
pulm otor. 
The thing th a t struck m e w as th e g re at ad­ 
vance th a t had been m ade in the last few y ears in 
restoring the apparently drow ned and suffocated. A 
few y ears ago about four people w ere required to 
look a fter such a case. One would apply artificial 
respiration by m oving the arm s from th e sides of 
the body up over th e head; an oth er would rub the 
hands and feet. 
Still another would tak e hold of 
the tongue by m eans of a handkerchief, and move 
it in and out to induce breathing. 
A fourth would go for th e phy sician. 
Now but one person is needed and even w ithout 
the aid of a pulm otor, hundreds are restored to life 
by m eans of w hat is know n as the Schafer m ethod. 
The patient is laid on his abdom en face to one 
side. The operator kneels across the p atien t facing 
his head, and applies his hand to th e low er p a rt of 
the back a t the sh ort ribs. 
He then presses or throw s th e w eight of his 
body slowly on th is point, th us squeezing on the 
chest and expelling any air. 
H e then raises hia body and relaxes the pres­ 
sure. allow ing the ch est to expand and a ir to e n te r 
the lungs. 
He presses and relaxes about sixteen timeB a 
m inute, Just as in the n atural act of breathing. 
T he advantage of th is m ethod is apparent
